By some of these statistics Mr. War- 
ren tried to show that railroads have 
steadily abandoned other wars of Nght 
tonnage for the heavier ones, This 
distribution of tonnage, the trainmen 
said, was introduced to prove that a 
train today can carry more freight than 
a train of the same size 10 years ago 
and that because of this {Increased ton- 
nage the same number of men in a 
crew can run a train. that formerly 
wonld have required more cars and 
therefore a larger crew.

Washington, Sep’ “43-—-Democralio 
confreres of tie seaterand the louse 
made rapid progress yesterday. on the 
tariff bill, approving the earthenware 
and lass. schedules, wiih slight 
changes, the sugar svhedule with Its 
free sugar provision and the date for 
the new rates extended to March 4, 
491414, the tobacco schedule, the wool 
schedule aud. all the agricultural 
schedules with the exception of the 
proposed banana tax and the counter 
validing duty on wheat, 

In the metals schedule the confreres 
struck the first snag and after several] 
hours’ discussion the entire matter was 
passed over to be taken up later. Ma- 
jority Leader Underwood and the other 
honse eontreres were insistent that the 
senate action placing ferro-mangales, 
pig iron, steel ingots, slabs and brooms 
on the free list should be receded from. 
They contended that too much revenue 
is sacrificed and there is a growing 
opinion that: the senate confreres even- 
tually -will agree to small revenue 
duties on these articles, ; 

Contrary to the general expecration, 
litUe difficulty was encountered in the 
agricultural schedule, the house con- 
freres agreeing quickly to free cattle. 
However, the dispute on the counter 
validing duty on wheat fs yet to be 
settled. As to the banana tax it ts 
generally known that the president 
thinks it should be stricken out. This 
would mean a Joss in revenue of ap- 
proximately $2,500,000, 

In all the schedules some slight 
changes were made, the senate reced- 
Ing from amendments where decreases 
in rates were made. This policy, It Is 
sald, will be maintained throughout 
fhe conference, Mr, Underwood Insist- 
Ing that too much revenue has been cut 
out of the bill. 

In the liquor schedule the general 
rates were approved but action on the 
proposal to put the full internal rey- 
enue tax on brandies used in fortifyine 
sweet wines was deferred. In the

N.H., Sept. 18—After 
another night speeulating on rumors 
of Kidnapping, Harry K. Thaw today 
iconferred with counsel regarding the 
hearing with Governor Felker at Con-

the State of New York. This hearing, 
sccording to the understanding of 
|‘ Thaw's lawyers, will be held on Wed- 
nesiay. Theav will probably be re- 
moved to the capital Monday without 
further court proceedings. 

Regarding reports that attempts will 
be made by his friends to spirit him 
away, the fugitive issued a statement 
that he is well satisfied with his pre- 
sent condition. 

Thaw's lanvyers estimate that three 
days will elapse before he can render 
a decision. If this is adverse they will 
apply at once for a writ-of habeas cor- 
pus. Argument on this would likely 
he postponed for another week. This 
would mean days of weary waiting un- 
less Jerome could engineer some coup. 

He has in mind now a plan Instantly 
to seize the fugitive in ease his depor- 
tation ts ordered, thus blocking eM- 
cleney of the habeas corpus writ dy 
concealing from the Thasv counsel ‘the 
identity of the . fidividnal to whom 
Thaw would be given in charge. 

Auto Rido Stopped. 

The writ would have to be direct- 
ed against the prisoner's custodian at 
the time, and if Jerome works quickly 
enough and uses suficient seerecy, his 
plan misht be successful.

C., was the spot chosen, The mem- 
ers felt that since the convention this 
year Is being held in Alberta, it is only 
falr to the sister province that the next 
annual convention should be held in 
British Columba. Invitations were al- 
so recelved from Macleod, Medicine 
Hat and Ponoka, 

The theatre party arranged for yes- 
terday afternoon was cancelled owing 
to the large number of items that still 
remained on the program, That every- 
thing might be completed during — the 
day, it was necessary to hold a special 
session at 7.30 p.m. Snficient time 
was allowed during the afternoon for a 
delightful motor ride around ‘the city, 
which was appreciated by the visiting 
delegates, 

Much of the time in the forenoon 
was taken up in a disenssion of cost 
system and subscription prices, The 
concensus of opinion of the members 
seemed to be that the newspapers are 
too Jiberal and as a result too often at 
the end of the year the balance on the 


credit side, if any, fs very small. 
Mr. Waddell, of Lethbridge, then 
read a report dealing .with, the sub- 


scription prices of weekly. publications. 
He showed that all kinds of rates are 
charged, from 50 cents to $2.00. The 
opinion expressed at the convention 
wwas ‘that to be at all remunerative the 
price should not be Jower than $1.50. 

A very lucid explanation of the cost 
system used in hig ofice was given by 
Mr. Govson, of the Edmonton News. 
| The different forms used in the mod- 
ern cast system were explained by Mr. 
Van Pelt, the manager of the Edmon- 
ton Master Printers’ association. 

‘he, secretary, of the CanadiansPress 
assaviation, J. M. Inirie,. stated. that 
the, standard cost- system was more ne- 


cessary in. small oMeces than in they 


larger ones. That if was a principle, 
pot a matiter of printed forms merely, 
wis his assertion, He outlined in a 
mumber of ways how important It was 
in any oMee and how much had been, 
saved in oMees where the: system has 
been inslalled for several years. 

The session which closed with the 
evening meeting last night, was a very 
profitable ene and the delesatos in 
attendance expressed .auile freely their, 
views on different phases of the prob- 
lems presented during the sessions. It 
will mean ‘thal the delegates will re- 
turn to their vartous oflees with a 
broader view of the way the other fel- 
lows handle similar problems to those 
with which they are confronted and in 
many instances ‘they will be assisted to 
solve problems that require very. care- 
ful study and a knowledze of all phases 
af the subject.

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THE NATIONAL, BLUNDER IN THE 
HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 

As reported to headquarters at Ottawa by Glen Camphell, ji 
the immense reserves of the Peigans and Bloods in southern Alberta cannot be made avail- 
able to-the small ranchers for grazing because the Indians do not care to break up theit 
holdings into small leases and the tribal holdings cannot be utilized without their consent. 
As a consequence thousands of acres of luxuriant erass in the. midst of a settled country 
will go uncrepped while herds which probably need the grass will be compelled to rustle on 
the other side of the reservation line whether there is grass there or not. ae 

Here is a situation which illustrates perfectly one of the greatest national blunders 
made in the formulation of the rules upon which Canada set out to build a great free- 
holding commonwealth in the west, the blunder of the homestead law which provides alk 
unlimited patent as reward for a certain period of residence in the past, but without pro- 
vision for residence or use of the future. - ‘ 

The situation of untutored Lovis that he was the original early settler, having been 
here ahead of the railway alright enough, and ahead of survey, also having antedated the 
Hudson Bay, Gortez, Jacque Cartier, C. Columbus and Lief Erickson as well as having 
been somewhat in advance of the Mongolian, whoever he was, who had the distinguished 
honor of being the original immigrant from China. There is no question that the Piegans 
were the original first families and if the right to hold land should properly be contingent 
upon priority of residence, as the homestead law presumes, there can be no doubt as to 
the validity of the Piegans and their cousins and second cousins to the proprietorship of the 
whole domain. At any rate the-government recognized this title when they made treaties 
with the aboriginies, and the reserves left to the Indians today are held on this, the most 
uncontestitle tile of all, according to the present system of land tenure, the title of original 
possession. 

But in this title, advanced by the Indians and recognized by the government, there 
is no provision which requires them to use the resources thus left in their possession, The 
Indians do not want to farm nor to ranch. Their herds are limited and they do not need 
the land. Yet they do not want to sell nor yet, as Glen Campbell’s inquiry shows, do they 
even want to lease. They own it absolutely and they have the right to hold it out-of us2 
in perpetuity, no matter what the price of beet nor how many cattle it might be made to 
feed. As a potential source of wealth these immense stretches of luxuriant lands might as 
well be in Mars, A 

The arrangement looks foolish on the face of it. Yet when, for purposes of com- 
parison, it is placed side by side with the homestead regulations, it is in every essential feature 
the same. The original intention of the homestead law is to make the vacant land available 
to the bona fide settler upon the presumption that he will make it productive: But upon 
completion of a residence condition which requires the homesteader to put in six months 
out of each of three years on the land the government grants an indefeasible title. There is 
no provision that the homesteader must continue to make the land productive. Instead, 
he may leave the land entirely, failing thereby to make the land productive but at the same 
time, through the title granted him from the crown on the presumption that he was to 
farm, holding the right to prevent others from developing that much of the resources of the 
country and as effectually locking that quarter against development as the Indians are block- 
ing the Piegan reserve. In the case, therefore, of the homesteader, who homesteads for 
the sole purpose of getting title to a quarter section, the effect of the homestead law is-to 
not promote the settlement and development of the country but to tie it up against settle- 
ment and development through an unconditional title which carries with it the right of 
the helder to keep others off land which he does not develop himself. When the genuine 
farmer comes along he can get access to this tnused land only upon condition that he as- 
sume a-handicap in the form of a purchase price ranging from $5 to $25 an acre, usually; 
payable to a mortgage company into whose hands the homestead has fallen, The principle 
and interest thus paid out must be substracted from the capital which properly should have 
heen available for farming purposes and is lost to the agricultural industry upon which 
the country’s prosperity is based. 

In the gold mining camps they have a condition which provides that the claim 
holder who ceases work and leaves his claim for 72 hours relinquishes his title. He must 
either dig gold or get off and make room for somebody who will. Some measure upon the 
same principle applied to the system of land tenure in this country, providing, for instance, 
that all land lett idle for two successive years should lapse to the crown, would have 
guaranteed {het the land would have been worked or left open to those who were willing 
to work it. To the bona fide homesteader who really does settle upon the land and make it 
his home, such a regulation could not have done any harm. As for the other class, it 
would prevent {hem from doing the country any harm. The arrangement which was 
adopted in the homestead regulations makes it necessary, in a very Jarge measure, to settie 
the country twice. 
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POSSIBILITIES WHICH

Residence Will Be Ready for Occ 


upancy on Tuesday—Minute De- 


scription of Furnishing of Beautiful Rooms. 


Yesterday the wives of the press 
delegates were shown alll over the new 
Government House, which is now quite 
ready for the opening of parliament 
and the occunancy of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, The situation is a magni- 
fieent one. As one of the women put 
it, “I wouldn't mind being the mistress 
there, and able te look out through all 
those windows and see something very 
beautiful from each one, ‘Mrs. Bul- 
yea's own apartments look out over the 
ravine Jn the summertime, filled to the 
very brim with ‘the ‘swaying green of 
the trees, : 

Each room was thoroughly inspect- 
ad, By the ‘time the visitors had seen 
the Jast they had almost run out of 
adjectives, 

The large entrance hall, which will also 
be used as a lounge room, 18 panelled to a 
height of elght feet In quartered — ouk, 
fumed finish, Above this panelling, one 
of Walter Crane’s celebrated wood knots 
paper ina special intertwining of blues and 
tans has been used to good effect, ‘The 
hall has been finished in the Jacobean per- 
jod, the furntture being upholstered in fine 
reproductions of old needlework tapestries, 
but probably the hall portteres are the 
most Interesting, being exact reproductions 
of curtains used in one of the rooms !n 
Hampton Court, decorated in this period, 

The floor 18 covered with a beautiful, 
large Oriental rug. In the centre of the 
hall is a large oblong table, such as was 
used in the early days as a dining table, 
with twisted and carved legs.

TODAY IN DOMINION 


Death tore the laurel from the vic- 
tor's brow and saved the vanquished 
from feeling the sting of defeat when 
the gallant Wolfe and the braye Mont- 
calm were slain in the battle of Quebec, 
fought 1454 years ago today. Wolfe, 
with wrist shattered and a_ terrible 
wound in the groin, was still pressing 
on at the head of his troops when a 
‘ball passed through his lungs. ‘Sup- 
port me,” he erled, ‘Jest my gallant 
fellows see me fall." Only four men 
witnessed the tragedy, and it was well 
for English hopes that the attacking 
troops did not know that their general 
had fallen. He was carried to the rear, 
and with his dying breath Issued an 
order to one of his officers. He was 
told that ‘the enemy retreated, and 
murmured, “God be praised, now~ 1 
die in peace.’ In a few minutes the 
gallant ‘soul chad left the shattered 
body. Montealm, the Freneh  ecom- 
mander, was riding from ‘point to point, 
endeavoring to rally his flying soldiers, 
when a shot passed through his body. 
He kept his seat, although his clothes 
were drenched with blood, and when 
a woman shrieked, “Mon Dieu, — the 
Marquis is shot!” the gallant soldier 
cried, ‘It’s nothing, nothing.” Sur- 
geons dressed his wound, but told him 
he had but a few hours ‘to live, “So 
much the better,’ he said, ‘'l shall. not 


live to see the surrender of Quebec."

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


MANY HEROES ON TODAY'S 
ROLL OF GLORIOUS DEEDS. 

The thirteenth of September Is a 
day of glorious memories for the peo- 
ple of the United States and Canada. 
To the latter it recalls the heroic death 
of Wolfe and the fatal wounding of 
Montealm on the Plains of Abraham, 
September 18, 1759, when the life of 
the gallant general was the sacrifice 
demanded by: the god of battles In 
order that; Canada might become a na- 
tion under the British flag. One year 
from today Baltimore will celebrate the 
centenary of the British fleet’s attack 
on Fort McHenry, wich — inspired 
Francis Scott Key to write “The Star 
Spangled Banner.!’).. Today is also the 
centenary of the birth’ of General John 
Sedgwick; a hero of the Mexican war 
who lost his life in the war between 
north-and south,.and.of Frank Hastings 
Hamilton, who was medical inspector 
of the United States army in the civil 
war, It1s the 140th anniversary of the 
death of John Barty, the father and 
first officer of the 
Recent: events haye-seryed.to. bring. all 
thése heroes of‘thevpast-to the allen- 
tion of. the reading public. 

Within the last year there-has been 
a great revival of interest in the career 
of Wolfe. The early home of. the con- 
querer of Quebec, now known as Que- 
bec House, in Wosterhiam, Kent, Eng- 
land; has been purchased by a patrio- 
tlo Canadian and will: be preserved as 
& permanent memorial. Wolfe's copy 
of Gray's Elegy, from which he recited 
on the eve of the battle, has lately been 
found. The Canadian government Is 
replacing the Wolfe mausoleum, erect. 
ed on the spot where he died on the 
Plains of Abraham, with a new monu- 
ment, The new shaft duplicates the 
old one, which was” erected by the 
British army in 1849, and which In 
turn replaced the one erected by Lord 
Aylmer in 1832, Wolfe, so young, so 
poetic in temperament, so gallant in 
aclion, deprived of life at the very 
moment of victory, will always remain 
one of the most heroic and pathetic 
figures In history. . 

While Ganada has preserved Wolfe's 
home, the people of the United States 
have permitted the old home in Wash- 
ington of Francls Seott Key, author of 


“Whe Star Spangled Banner,"’ to be 
torn down. The Key Memorial associ- 
ation failed in Its effoits to raise 


enough money lo save the edifice, ‘The 
composer of the national anthem of the 
republic resided there from 41808 to 
1898, The “starry banner’? which 
flew over Fort McHenry when it was 
atlacked by the British fleet under Ad- 
miral Cockburn, September 138, 1814, 
is vreserved in the Smithsonian Insti- 
{ition.. By the glare of the guns Key 
could see the flag flying over the fort 
during a part of the night, but before 
morning the bombardment: ceased, and 
Wey passed several hours in suspense, 
waiting for dawn to see whether the 
flag was still there. The banner is

An unguarded railroad crossing and 
the questionable judgment used by the 
motorman and conductor of an Albany 
line car going west on Alberta avenue 
yesterday aflernoon are said to be the 
causes of a wreck in which six people 
were Victims, 

The more seriously injured are: 

Edward Pascoe, broken arm and 


bruises about the head and body. 

Charles Wentworth, ‘conductor, both 
arms broken, five-inch gash on the 
head and numerous bruises about the 
legs and body, 

Mrs, George S, Batt, 57 Stuart 
street, side and back injured, 

George S, Batt, bruises about the 
hips and slight cuts on the face. 

Mrs. Slevenson, 1075 James. street, 
and Mrs. Curley, 513 Fourteenth street, 
suffered slightly from culs and 
bruises, They were taken to, their 
homes. 

The condition of Mrs. Batt is re- 
garded as rather serious in view of the 
fact that she only recently recovered 
from an operation for appendicitis, but 
she and the others were reported at 
the hospital this morning as doing 
nicely.

HOME RULE CONTINUES

London, Sept. £8.—Party leaders are 
reticent over Lord Loreburn's propos- 
al for a conference on the home rule 
question, but it is expected to occupy 
some day’s reflection and private inler- 
communication before opinions are: ex- 
pressed, 

Lord Grey states that the endeavor 
to force the present bill on the statute 
hooks -should be «resisted, as the. bill 
flagrantly violates the’ main” essentiali- 
ities -of-a federal solution, =~ 

“T feel so. strongly’’ says Lord Grey, 
“with regard to the iniquitous attenipt 
to, dragoon Ulstermen Into: dishonorable 
political’ servility that I am prepared 
to take my stand with them in any 
action deemed necessary." 

Lord Grey concludes that the best 
permanent interests of the British isles 
and the empire call for joint effort to 
secure a reconsideration of the ill-con=- 
ceived measure. 

The Dublin correspondent = of the 
Daily Citizen, alabor paper, reported 
last night that Lord Aberdeen, Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, had tendered his 
resignalion to Mr. Dirrell, the — Irish 
chief secretary, and that Mr. Birrell 
had gone to Ireland to take over the 
reins of the government, 

Il is admitled that there is no con- 
firmation of the rumor, but it is felt 
that labor has achieved a victory of 
significance not easily estimated. , 

The labor party is intensely antago- 
nistic- to both Lady Aberdeen and the 
Lord Lieutenant. 

The Citizen adds that the-Duke of 
Connaught is still in Ireland and re- 
peats that significant precautions have 
been taken against the visit besoming 
publicly known, but there is no doubt 
that events are moving. fast. 

Nhe attitude of the liberals is that 
the proposal, coming now when the 
home rule bill is nearing a successful 
issue In its stormy career, Is altogether 
too late. -On the other hand the 
unionists would only be Inclined to en- 
ter such a conference as Lord Lore- 
burn: suggests if the government first 
of all consented to drop their bill, 
which isan altogether impossible con- 
dition from the liberal point of view. 

John Dillon, on behalf of the union- 
ists, first admitted the principle of 
home rule. ‘Thus all the parties are 
opposed to a conference and It is be- 
lieved there is no chance for it to 
materialize.

Older of the Scientists 


Recent Reading of Paper Claiming that Men and Women’s Minds 
Work Pretty Much the Same. 


Birmingham, Sept. 13.—The | first 
event of yesterday's session of the 
: Brilish Association for the advance- 
ment of science was. a full dress debate 
of the leading. authorities on radium. 
Mme, Currie described by Sir Oliver 
Lodge as the ‘greatest of all women 
scientists was one of the few women 
attending the debate. She has the ex- 
treme modesty ef genius, and could 
hardly be persuaded by Sir Oliver to 
take a front place or by the olhers to 
talk about herself and her work. 

Women are makirg a subscription 
on physiology of their own. The older 
sclentists deny that this is a science at 
all and are vexed that it receives so 
much attention, It is even suggested 
that the inclusion of the section is a 
feminine plot. The promise of a paper 
asserting the intellectual similarity of 
men and women in all the lines is 
taken as corroboration of this unworthy 
suspicion. 

Miss May Smith took precedence 
over other lecturers in the physiolo- 
gical section today, She has invented 
a test fer fatigue. With this she made 
a long series of tests on herself with 
remarkable results. She deprived her- 
self of sleep or greatly curtailed the 
hours of sleep.

STUFFED CUCUMBERS

Underlying it all 
there is a frank dread of’a repetition 
of the oxperiences of 1896-7 ag’ woll 
as a natural fear of losing industrial 
ground as a certain consequence. 

The Scottish Miners’ Federation 
has been sitting at Edinburgh, A. 
Smile presiding. In his presidential 
‘address ho said that the mining: in- 
dustry had been continuously busy, 
‘and more profits ‘had been earned 
than In any previous 42° months. 
Thoy had not, however, been able to 
Scoure to wago carners anything like 
a falr share of the increased wealth.

In the worst situaled 
mines, the State would pool the 
whole bulk and sall the coal at a 
price all over which would enable 
the best to make up for the worst. 
The resolution favoring nationaliz- 
ation was adopted. A resolution was 
also adopted condemning the system 
of contracting for ordinary  coal- 
getting, and urging its abolition. 
Another resolution which was passed 
urged that employers should be com- 
pelled to supply drinking water in 
mines, it being stated: that many of 
the diseases from which miners suf- 
fered were due to bad drinking water.

IS RELENTLESS. 


Members Guilty of Terrible 
Atrocities Around Slerra 
Leone, 


PRACTISE CANNIBALISM 
AS A RELIGIOUS RITE 


Superstitions of the Natives 
Such that it is Nearly Im- 
possible to break the Society 
up Entirely, 


Freetown, Sterra Leone, Bast Africa, 
Aug. 80-—The murderous native 
organization of Sierra Leone, known all 
up and down the West coast as tho 
Human Leopard society, ds being re- 
lentlessly pursued by the British 
authorities to its furthermost hiding 
places. The determination is to extir- 
Pate it, but the task will be diMeult, 
for this sinister and baneful assooia- 
tion has obtained sucha strong grip on 
the superstitions of the natives in its 
several hundred years of existence that 
it will fight and die hard. 

The society is a secret organization, 
Jt has operated with particular atrocity 
of recent years in the northern Sher- 
bro district, and most éf not all of the 
principal natives of this region belong 
fto dt. 

Bebween 20 and 80 murders hava 
been committed by members of tho 
society since 1907. The punpose un- 
doubtedly was to provide human flesh 
for their fellow members, but whelhor 
this was done merely for gratification 
of tthe taste for cannibalism, or 
Whether the killings were oa part of 
some secret rite of the organization 
whereby the natives belieye thelr men- 
tal and physteal powers are increased, 
has not been conclusively learned. 
Matters reached such a crisis a few 
months ago that a special court was 
eppointed and many arrests were 
made. Among the members placed on 
‘trial were several paramount chiefs. 
Avontially, under a special ordinances 
passed to suppress the sociely, seven 
men were executed for murder, two 
condemned to life imprisonment, and 
11. avere expelled from ithe protec- 
torate. 

In a report on the sociely and its 
recent “atrocities. the governor of 
Slerra Leone, Sir Edward M. Mere- 
welher, expresses the opinion ‘that, 
while his drastic actlons will 'tend to 
check the activities of the society, yet 
the blind belief of the natives in tho 
eMecacy of the medicines concocted by 
the organization, {he fact that periodl- 
eal sacrifices are considered necessary 
to renew the power of the remedies, 
and a tendency on the pant of some of 
the natives to cannibalism, pure and 
simple, are causes likely to contribute 
to the survival of the organization,

The 
reason for Vegreyille Js its. strategio 
position in the heart’ of the fertile Ver- 
milion-valley;-a natural (rade centre: 
Phat. this’ is.‘so Js evidenced by. the 
eroWili-of ihe fowl before the com- 
ing of the ‘railroads Hence, the in- 
dustriul. impetus that must eventuate 
by the harnessing of the natural gas; 
the business increase through the fur- 
ther settlement and cultivation of the 
districl; the augmented trade channels 
through the constantly increasing ac- 
tivilles in the territory to the north and 
adjacent to this; all will unite In what 
promises to convert the town of 
Vegreville Into a’ center of trade and 
commerco of no amall magnitude, 

The. District 

Vegroville Is the natural. distributing 
and [rade centre of a territory repre- 
senting no less than 3,000 square miles. 
The district is well watered by rivers 
and lakes, is well drained, and the soil 
fs first class, ‘These advantages caused 
the Vermilion yalley to he called the 
“earden spot of Alberta’? many. years 
ago when It was being surveyed by 
government engineers and before any 
white man lad entered it to make his 
home. 

‘ The Genesis of Vegreville 

In respect to the bustling town of 
Vegreville the beginning Is merely of 
passing interest for. {t is the present 
ond the future that stands paramount 
now, ‘Phe beginning is briefly chron- 
joled because every town must hayo 
a beginning and these columns would 
lie incomplete unless the story con- 
tained, somewhere within it, the facts 
relative to tne day when the yaunicipal- 
fly was first Inspired.

It was at this time that the oilizens 
Went out and turned all roads und 
trails to Vegreville, graded Vegreville 
streets, built sidewalks, bored a well 
and got under headway as a munici- 
pality, And In the spring of that next 
yeu they Incorporated as a village and 
by fall had oulsrown thelr village 
skirls and were raised to the dignity 
of a town. 

The establishment of a post office, 
immigration hall, sub ageney for the 
Dominion Lands Offiee and— various 
other requirements followed one after 
the other, ‘The building of schools and 
ohurches was vapid, Whe citizens were 
wide awake and live men who believed 
in doing things and doing them at once 
while the other fellow was—thinking 
and talking about it.

Do Not Look Into Future 


From the time they get into their 
slreet clothes until they show up for 
practice again baseball, ag a battle of 
brains, is forgotten by them, If they 
talk baseball it is to tell stories or dis- 
cuss the chances of this or that teany 
and the relative merits of this or that 
player in some olher Jeague. Almosl 
neyer will you sift in at a fanfest of 
players and hear any one doping out a 
way to win tomorrow's ball game. 

There are exceptions, of course, to 
every remarks, but. there are fewer 
playérs who spend their off hours try- 
ing to improve their baseball than ever 
before. This is my own experience 
and tallies with that of other veterans 
with whom I have discussed it. The 
younger players are perfectly willing 
to leave all the strategy af baseball up 
to their managers and coaches, and 
there are-imen playing in the big 
leagues now who do, or. fry to do, 
things they are ordered to do without 
knowlng why. ; 

The manager is lucky who, like Con- 
nie Mack, ean get a buneh together 
who will take an interest in or get any 
great advantage out of a meeting of 
the players as a “board of strategy,”

ly every day, Iam told. They took lit-

Fielder Jones’ Strategy 

Thousands lave wondered how 
Fielder Jones ever won a world's pen- 
nant with the team he had in 1906 or 
kept that team in the running for so 
many seasons.

65,000 MONUMENT MARKS 
GRAVE OF STANLEY KETCHEL 


Stanley Ketche}, one of the greatest 
middleweights in ring history, — was 
born on a farm near Grand Rapids, 
Mich,, 26 years ago Sunday, Sept, 44, 
1887, A magnificent memorial now 
marks his last resting place Jn the Pol- 
ish cemetery near his birthplace, The 
monument, which cost in the nelghbor- 
hood of $5000, fs built of Vermant mar~, 
ble and granite, and stunds oyer 12 feet 
In height, with a base six by eight 
feet. The shaft was erected by Col. Rh, 
P, Dickerson, of Springfield, Mo,, on 
Whose ranch the middleweight king 
was shot and killed. Dickerson’ and 
Ketchel’s mother were playmates In 
their childhood, when the pugilist's 
family were tenants on a farm owned 
by Dickerson’s father... The Missourt 
ranchinan was an enthusiastic admirer 
of the son of his boyhood playmate, 
and, it is sald, has spent over $15,000 
in straightening out Ketchel’s affairs, 
erecting the monument ane avenging 
the fighter’s death, 

Stanistaus Kiosal is’ the name that 
appears on the stone avhiclf marks the 
graye of the great middieweight, Stan- 
ley's father was a Pole who had come 
to America in his youth and married 
an American girl, Ketchel was devoted 
to his parents and his first big money 
went to the purchase of a fine ‘farm 
in Michigan, which he deeded to his 
father, Stanley often took his ‘dad’? 
wilh him on his trips, and many fans 
will remember the old gentleman, ‘all 
togged out in classy raiment, including 
Prince Albert, striped trousers, patent 
leather shoes and silk lid, and carrying 
a gold-headed cane. Mr, Kiecal, far- 
mer and wagon-maker, was not entire- 
ly comfortable in this swell regalia, 
but Stanley insisted that nothing with 
less class would do for the paternal 
ancestor of a world's champion, Stan- 
ley's youth was spent on the farm, and 
while his parents were poor, his edu- 
cation was not neglected. He master- 
ered both . English and Polish. His 
father taught him to worship IKosoius- 
ko, the Polish hero, and from his 
mother he inherited a passionate ad- 
miration for the heroes of American 
history, At 43 Stanley ran away from 
home and went to Montana, where he 
worked as a cowboy, miner, dance hall 
bouncer, wailer, and in various other 
capacities, His pugilistic career began 
in a Butte dance hall. He was practi- 
cally unknown outside of Montana, 
however, when he went to California 
and began his swift climb to the top 
by whipping Joe Thomas, the wel- 
terweight idol of the coast.
